Edgar He** who wa* murdered in 
H arrisburg Wednesday 
afternoon by 
W illiam Thompson, colored, 
is well 
known to a large number 
of 
G etty s­ 
burg people and to people 
living In 
this vicinity. 
He** moved to H arris­ 
burg only three years ago, 
hi* fath er 
having formerly conducted 
a black 
sm ithing 
establishm ent 
ut 
Round 
Top 
where 
the 
son 
also 
lived. 


After leaving Round Top they m ov­ 
ed to the farm along 
the Taneytow n 
load where they resided for two years 
and later moved to town, 
living bere 
for a y**ar after which 
they 
went to 
H arrisburg 
He had lieen a railroad 
fireman since his residence in Harris- 
bnrg 
Thompson was the tittie*isI dog 
catcher of H arrisburg for some time. 


Thompson and another colored man 
got into a w rangle with He**, and it 
is alleged th a t the trouble started over 
a woman 
Thompson, who bod figur­ 
ed in many d e p u te s and 
fight* over 
stray dog*, resented the retrialk* of the 
fireman, 
who had 
referral to some 
famous canine capture* in a slighting 
way 


The w ourded man ran a block and 
staggered into a saloon, where he sank 
to the Hour. w hile Thompson a rd hie 
com panion fled 
He** marie a 
sta te­ 
m ent im plicating Thompson whose re­ 
volver was found in a sewer. T hom p­ 
son who was caught later docs not dory 
the shooting 
He 
was 
pretty well 
drunk at the tim e of 
the crim e an d 
after bs had sobered np rem arked: 


“ That is what I get for tieing a do# 
catcher, 
Evervlsidy wa* against mM 
and said they would get square when I 
q uit my job. 
I carried 
a revolve1, 
when I was catching dogs and thought I 
ought to k e ‘p carrying a 
revolver to 
defend myself against the people who 
were after me. 
lf I 
h ad n ’t carried 
that revolver I would not have been 
bere now. *’

Mint at Philadelphia Was the 
Fire! 
Building Erected by Authority 
af Congress. 


In removing the fouadatlons of tha 
coinage building of the old mint, al 
Nos. 87 and 39 North Seventh street. 
some quaint specimens 
of 
oldtlma 
building construction, including aer* 
oral carious vaults, were uncovered. 
The cellar In which the vaults were 
located was reached by heavy stone 
steps, supported by brick 
or 
stone 
arche*, a method handed down from 
medieval times. One of the vaults Ip 
which bullion was stored consisted 
of a vault within a vault, and was de­ 
signed, it la said, at the time of the 
war of 
1812 to conceal 
materials 
which could not be readily transported 
to other hiding places. 
Several small 
windows in the cellar were protected 
by heavy hand-wrought 
iron 
bara. 
These have been preserved, and will 
be added, along with 
other 
relics, 
such as locks and hinges, to the col­ 
lection in Independence hall. 
In dig* 
glng out an old well In the yard a 
number of copper coins, bearing the 
dates 1816 and 1818, were found, aa 
well as a quantity of scrap copper 
from which the coins had been cut. 
From old papers relating to a lawsuit, 
found by Frank H. Stewart, president 
of the company which owns the prop­ 
erty. It 
wa* ascertained 
that 
five 
buildings mere originally Included fen 
the old mint. all of 
them 
grouped 
around the coinage building. 
It is an 
historic fact that this old structure, 
which was the last of these buildings 
to be rased, was the first building of 
any description erected by authority 
of the United States congress.—Philo, 
delphia Record.

must elapse before a cork grower 
can realise on his Investment.

flneat Catalonia corkwood 
After the 
tree Is planted 30 years must etape* 
before It is ready for the first strip­ 
ping. but this bark Is too coarse for 
champagne corks, as Is the second 
hark, taken off eight years later. 
An­ 
other eight years must pass before a 
champagne cork crop 
is 
gathered, 
making in all l f years that the grow­ 
er must walt before he caa get any 
material return from his trees 
Furthermore, champagne corka are 
tut by hand and not by machinery, av 
ar* less expensive corks, a* they must 
be perfect In alae and sbspe, or el** 
the quality of the wine mill suffer.—*

Mr. L. ai.uuiS explained that it is not 
the object of those supporting the La 
Follette bill to kill the Sherm an anti­ 
trust act, but to add to it in order to 
m ake it m ore effective. 
The m ost m enacing trust, said Mr. 
Brendeis, is the W all street m oney 
tm st, w hose grip is ever tightening 
upon the business of Am erica. 
He 
charged th at conditions in trust-owned 
mills and factories were not nearly 
so good as in independent plants. 
Mr. B randeis took issue with P resi­ 
dent T a ft on the question of regulating 
trusts through a 
com m ission. 
T he 
speaker said that a com m ission m ight 
prevent ex cessive profits, 
but could 
not secure low prices 
necessary to 
general com petition 
In support of his contention 
that 
social unrest 
is 
growing 
in conse­ 
quence of trust methods, the attorney 
poinetd to the labor war in Los A n ­ 
geles and the blowing up of the Loa 
Angeles Tim es building with a loss of 
twenty-one lives. 
Then he reverted to 
the Hom estead strike in P enn sylva 
nia, when men 
were shot down in 
actual battle during the struggle. 
Mr. B randeis considered the trust 
question from all angles.

that, with the La Follette bill in force, 
it would be im possible to form trusts 
in the future.

In some feeding experim ent* con 
ducted by the K ansas station it was 
found that w hile hogs made a gain of 
IOO pounds when fed grain alone they 
made a gain of 173 pounds when fed 
grain 
and 
alfalfa. 
It 
w as furtbei 
found that grain that w a* worth $1 
when fed alone waa worth $1.40 when 
fed w ith this legume.
